The Murders, Saicides, Rowtdents, and Fires fer a 
¥. 


New ORLEaNs, November 21.—On Saturday morn- 
ing, one of the boilers at the Forwood plantation, 
Pointe Coupe parish, exploded and killed the en- 
gineer, Camille Boangess, and fatally injured two 
negro laborers. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I.; November 21.—A fire broke 
out tnis morning in the Calendar building, on Sabin 
street, occupied in part by jewelers’ sheps. The lad, 
ders were slow in arriving and a panic occurred 


among the girls in the shops. Several jumped from 
the windows,two were killed and six or seven fatally 


injured. 

been —The fire this morning was caused by the 
explosion of acan of naptha on the third floor of 
the Callender building, which is a four-story struc- 
ture. At the end of this building wasa two-story 
frame building, a fifteen-foot alley-way separating 
the two. When the fire broke out the operatives in 
the fourth floor ran to the windows, leaped across 
the alley forthe roof of the lower building.

WASHINGTON, November 21.—The ways aad 
means committee met to-day, and adjourned until 
Tuesday, the fifth of December. There were pre- 
sent Messrs. Kelley, Kasson, McKinley, Everett, 
Russell and Speer. The only discussion had was on 
the possibility of accomplishing anything before 
the reports of the tariff commission and from the 
treasury department are in hand. It was decided 
that nothing could be done. Hon.W. D. Kelly, chair- 
man of the committee, expresses himself on all 
occasions as in favor of abolishing all internal 
revenue taxes. A prominent member of the com- 
mittee from the west said to-day to an associated 
press reporter, that whileit would be impossibie to 
anticipate the action of the committee it might 
safely be said that there is a feeling among its 
members in favor of reducing the taxes as much as 
may bedone, Raving due regard to the necessi- 
ties of the government for current expenses, 
for the sinking fund and for inte.est on the public 
debt. Whether or notthis reduction of internal 
taxes to the lewest possible figure compatible with 
these necessities, would make tobacco free and 
leave the tax on whisky alone, or take it off whisky 
as well, making aclean sweep as described by Mr.

man if ing, except possibly Dunbar btmself. He 
has aharacter for big game, totes his*veapon, and 
fires*t off in the air for the purpose of keeping his 
hemiin. By wayof rariatien, he j¢éined in with 
the boys on Thursday night, and after the difficulty 
over recotiected that there were 
seme missing links in ris evening's 
record, which he proceeded to chink 
én by being made an ex-post “acto policeman, 
which is not diffieult when one is on good terms 
with the mayor, and the mayorof Opelika is not 
too proud to let the proprietor ¢i the Little Brown 
Jug have the benefit of his acolaintance. Stepping 
into Maloney's on the night @& the big shooting to 
inquire for a driend ie was soindignant on not flnd 
ing him,that he discharged the contents of his re- 
volver throtweh the tioor. Maloney looked at him 
in quiet se‘fpossession, fore, too, had arms and 
ammunition behind the counter.

OpeLiKa, Ala., November 21.—‘“Hell’s blazes: and 
Oshkosh!"* exclaimed an Atlar.ta drummer as he 
acurried back into the ca, wh'ich stood fora mo 
mentat the depot. He*ound himself inthe center 
of a storm of shot, coming apparently from all 
sides, hence his exclamation and flight fer safety. 
As theengine quickly pullsd out on the way to 
Montgomery it was g.ven a parting salute by the 
boys,and the drummer was soon out ef danger. 
This was on Monday niglat of last week. It was 
followed up on Tresday and Wednesday nights by 
stray shots now and thea, announcing the fact tha; 
this cruel war was ‘far from over. It was 
resetved for Tht'rsday night, however, to witness 
the big battle 6f the week, in which over one thou- 
sand shots were fired, several parties seriously 
wounded, and the town in a state-of the wildest 
anarchy andturmoil. Your correspondent arrived 
here last night just as the darkness-was closing out 
the last ray of light, and soon piaced himself in 
consultation with the heads of the factions into 
which the city is divided. Butit is in order first to 
give the result of Thursday night's difliculty, the 
central figure of which was Rebertsand his assail 
ants inthe melee.

Jes.ten years ago—in 1872—Opeliks was in the 
throes of a little municipal controversy. This con- 
troyersy was rendered still more bitterty the exist- 
ingstate of Alabama politics in which the negroes 
were ‘usolent, the white repedlicans heartless and 
unprinecipled, and the white democrets—the bone 
and sinew of the place—were held dowr under the 
most galling Oppression. Mr. F. M. Echols, a high- 
toned honorable geutleman, one in whom the peo- 
ple had implicit trust, was putup by the democrats 
for mayor. At thisjuncture F. M. Dunbar, a sa 
loon keeper, who had long kept doubtfu! eompany 
with the vilest scum of the black clement. as 
charge2 by all with whem. conversed, 
tered. to contest the race with Mr. Echols. 
canvass which ensued wes one of the 
€xtraev:iinary in the chapter ef corrupt southern 
politics. The streets were taken possession of by 
drnuken, infuriated bands. of negroes, ladies could 
not be seen out for fear of insvlt, and even life 
itself, wasin danger. A few destvning white men, 
for the possession of afew petty offices, were re- 
spousible for this state of thi. gs, and Dunbar, as 
the avowed candidate ef this mob, of course, had 
to bear the opprobrium. What made the matter 
worse was that the caudidate was himself the man 
who dealt.out liquor by the glass to this savage 
mob. The election proceeded, and resulted in fa- 
vor of.Dundar, The charter of Upelika contains a 
provision that all taxes must be paid asa qualifica- 
tiou fer vating, and the outgoing council must¢ean- 
vass the vote and qualify the members-elect of the 
incoming coemncil. 

THE FIRST CONTEST. 

The outgiing council of '871 met and canvassed 
the vote. They threw out the votes of all who hed 
not paid the required taxes, (which ingluded Dun- 
bar’s imported uegroes), and thus made Echols ap- 
pear to havea <najority of seven, whereupon the 
membersof tha ticket were qualified and induet- 
ed into office. .Here the first contest before the | 
courts took place, Dunbar suing outa writ in the 
circuit court, an@ Judge Strain decided in favor of 
Dunubar’s claims, ordering the books, offices, etc., 
turned over to him. From this decision the 
Echols party appealed to the supreme court 
of Alabama, anc secured a reversal. Thus 
for nine months the matter kept going from 
court to court, with varying results, sometimes 
the one party being in office and sometimes the 
other, while the people grew so accustomed to the 
attendant anarchy that they lost all idea of obe 
dience toauthority. Feeling ran deeper, and the 
two parties stood ready for the most frightful deeds 
of blood, Se bad did.it become that as a last resort 
the legislature of Alabama repealed the city charter 
and remanded the people to the jurisdiction of Lee 
county. This was on theéth of December, 1872, and 
lasted until March 6th, 1873, and is known in Ope- 
lika annals as the interregnum. 

There was no relief in the change, however,as the 
county officers were of the same ilk as the city offi- 
cers, many of them having close ties of kindred. In 
March, 1873, the.legislature re-enacted the charter 
of Opelika, and under its operation Mr. M. M. 
Slanghter was elected mayor, and for awhile quiet 
reigned along Railroad street.

Mr. Jeter’s brother seized the beast 
by the horns, while a stout negro ran in and 
pulled Mr. Jeter away, which was done with 
much difficulty, as the b’ulls horns were 
fastened in his clothing.

REGULAR DAILY REPORT OF THE 
PROCEEDINGS. 


The Work of the Senate and House—The Revenue

The senate met yesterday at the usual hour 
and was called to order by President Boyn- 
ton. The session was opened as usual, with 
prayer, by Rev. John Jones, chaplain, and 
the calling of the roll and the reading of the 
journal.

The following 
bills were introduced, read a first time and 
referred: sy Mr.j Baker, a bill to 
amend the act to regulate the practice 
of medicine in this state. By Mr. 
Lamar, a bill toempower the agents of rail 
roads of this state to correct overcharges. By 
Mr. DuBignon, a bill toauthorize the trustees 
of the state university to lease certain lands 
and tomakeimprovementsthereon. The bill 
of Mr. Baker to amend the garnishment laws 
of the state, which had been adversely re- 
ported by the judiciary committee was re- 
ferred again. Mr, Thompson presented a 
resolution asking the Georgia members in 
congress to have a mail route established be- 
tween Trader's Hi!l and Willisville.

Business in Americus. 
From the Americus, Ga., Recorder. — 

I was talking witha young farmer the other 
evening, and he was telling me how fast aman 
could make money in thisstate. His talk was 
interesting to me, and I almost became as en- 
thusiastic as he was over the glorious prospect 
our people have. If everybody would do as 
well as he has done, there wouldn’t be a poor 
man in Sumter county in five years. He has 
been making money on the true principle. 
As near as | can recall it, 1 will tell you how 
he did it. 

‘Three years ago,”’ he said, “I was offered 
a business building in Americus that ws 
paying arent of $300 perannum for $1,250.

$960 rent I got from the property, you will 
my investment netted me ‘$1,800. Of 
course [ had io pay interest on the money 
and taxes on the property, but altogether I 
made over $1,500 on an investment of $1,250 

This is a fact, and can. be substantiated, 
This is not the only investment that he has 
made, One other was in town property, and 
some heavy onesin farms. If I understood 
him aright, and I am rather certain I did, he 
bought his farm lands at: from $5 to $8 an 
acre, and has already rented all he cares to 
at $3 an acre, and a portion of the rent has 
been paid in advance. You see it will not be 
but a few years before his rent alone will pay 
for his lands.

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The Covington and North Georgia Railroad. 

Editor Covington Star—Dear Sir: It is 
needless for me to. discuss the great impor- 
tance of a railroad from Covington to the 
Richmond and Danville road, as all must re- 
cognize the vast benefit that such an enter- 
prise would be tu our already prosperous city. 
But the great question with usis: Who shall 
have the benefit of this enterprise? The 
charter has been granted, and I have as- 
surance that every dollar of the money to 
build the road can be raised. The peo- 
ple along the line will subscribe liberally; 
but, as the control of the road, the location 
of the shops, and all material questions of 
interest and profit will besettled by thestock- 
holders and the stockholders will vote 
in proportion to the value of the stock 
they own, it is evident that it = is 
a question of the utmost impottance that our 
city should have stock enough in the road to 
control the selection of officers, location of 
shops, etc. 

I find that it will require about $160,000 to 
build the road, broad gauge. No other gauge 
will answer, because our cars must run 
through in order tosave the transfer of freight, 
secure cheaper rates, and thus enable us to 
compete with other markets. With these and 
our other superior advantages, we may 
confidently expect to receive 100,000 bales of 
cotton perannum. I have assurance that 
$40,000 of private subscription can be raised 
iu our city, and I would suggest that our citi- 
zens and property owners instruct our mayor 
and city council to subscribe $50,000 to this 
enterprise, i: 8 per cent. city bonds, to be ne- 
gotiated by the railroad company, and that 
the city take $50,000 of the company’s stock. 
This, with the private subscription named, 
would give us $90,000 of the stock, and a con- 
troling voice in the company’s elections. The 
subscription by our city council would not 
cost us a cent, as*the enhanced value of the 
taxable property and increase of population 
would more than pay the interest on the

All of them 
were represented except the grand-child, and 
they gave receipts for the purchases made by 
them. Complainant reserved certain Slaves 
and evidences of solvent debts which were 
amply sufficient for the ee ose of paying 
the grand-child’s share. By the results of the 
war the slaves were emancipated and the 
debts became insolvent. Since the division 
of the estate, two of the heirs have died in- 
sovent and a third intestate, leaving his 
brothers and sisters as his heirs. Complain- 
ant’s coadministrator died since the war, 
chargeable with a considerable amount of the 
estate’s funds, which caused an additional 
reason why he could not settle with the 
grand-child. In 1873 or 1874 a guardian was ap- 
pointed for her,who brought suit against com- 
plainant and the sureties on his bond for her 
share, and recovered judgment in 1877. The 
prayer was for an accounting by the legal 
representative of his co-administrator, and to 
compel contribution from the heirs who had 
received property from complainant.

A SURPRISING announcement is made by 
the statement that the congressional com- 
mittee sitting in New York is unanimously 
in favor of lightening the burdens which 
hamper American shipping.

THE REPUBLICAN DEFEAT. 

The Chicago Tribune, in common with 
some of the better republican papers, is en- 
deavoring to ascertain the cause of the defeat 
that overtook the republican party in the 
late elections, and it has the courage to print 
the results of its investigations. It first pre- 
sented a series of interviews with a number 
of congressional candidates, and from these 
interviews and from all other accessible 
sources of information, it concludes that 
are obvious causes upon which 
there is pretty general agreement. In 
an abbreviated way we __ re-produce 
its statement of these causes, because we be- 
lieve our readers will find-therein some very 
comfortable reading. 

1. Boss-ruje in one shape or another was a 
stumbling block in the eastern states. What 
was Cameron dictation in Pennsylvania, was 
federal interference in New York, and the 
people resolved to overwhelm the administra-

tion. 


2. In the west the prohibition issue did. 


the business. The Germans were driven over 
to the support of the democrats. As a rule 
the republicans lost the prohibition vote be- 
cause they would not go far enough and the 
German yote because they went too far, while 
the democrats held theirownand gained from 
republican defection. 

3. There was a reflex action from these two 
causes that extended to all the northern 
states—that is, in astate in which there was 
no issue over either bossism or prohibition, 
there were still many free-thinking republi- 
cans who resented the one or the otheror both 
in other states by letting their own elections 
go by default. They staid at home out of 
sympathy with movements in other states. 

4. We quote now the exact words of the 
Tribune: “These was a general apathy re- 
sulting from a feeling that the repub- 
licans in cengress were doing little 
but squander the public moneys, grab- 
bing the offices and letting affairs 
drittin any channel they might take. There 
was no vigorous effort to reshape the tariff 
or reduce taxation, but an almost universal 
tendency to lavish public moneys on pen- 
sions and appropriation bills of the river 
and harbor style. There was no sign 
congress felt the force of public opinion. On 
the contrary, the persistency shown by the 
Hubbell committee amounted to a plain 
defiance of public sentiment. If this was to 
be the course of things under republican 
auspices the people concluded that a change 
to the democrats would not make matters 
any worse, and they looked forward to the 
result of the elections with indifference.”’ 

We have little toadd to the Tribune's = list 
of causes. There were many _ republi¢ans, 
doubtless, who deliberately concludedthat the 
time had fully come when achange in the'gov- 
ernment should be made for the general good— 
men who had come to prefer good democrats, 
north or south, to republicans of the Robeson 
or Hubbell or Arthur type. These men are not 
mentioned in the Tribune’sarticles,* because 
they have transferred their votes for at least 
a presidential term. Our esteemed and ex- 
cellent Chicago contemporary is not willing 
to admit that there are such men, 
but we much mistake the temper 
of the times and the nature 
of some of the changes, if they are not nu- 
merous enough to constitute a balance of 
power between the parties. In all other 
respects the Tribune’s statement is entitled 
to credit for its truthfulness and comprehen- 
siveness. Few party papers could afford to 
print such astatement, but the Tribune is 
something better and stronger than a mere 
organ.

AN EXCITING ELECTION, 
The election for Judge and solicitor of the Northeast 
ern circuit yesterday occasioned the closest race yet 
had in the long list of judicial contests, In both case, 
the result hung in the balance until almost the 
end of the call. Judge Wellborn the present incum- 
pent, swept through the senate with 22 votes 
to 9 for Mr. J. B. Estes, his competitor. He also 
had the lead in the first part of the roll of the 
house, and at one time was sixteen votes ahead of 
his oppouent, Estes began a steady gain, however, 
and at caught Wellborn. Then

the end Estes pulled up and closed 
with 92 to 89 for Judge Wellborn, while half the 
house still doubted who was elected. Even more 
exciting was the race for solicitor. W.S. Erwin and 
Howard Thompsou were the nominees, -both 
heartily supported. Thompson had a little the 
bulge on the senate vote and started ahead 
ou the call of the house but Erwin had 
a run now and then which 
soon brought him near his rival. It was not. until 
each had climbed to the seventies that there was a 
tie, but then it came, and the stubbornest race of 
the session ensued, Now one, then the other was 
ahead. Toward theconclusion Erwin gained three 
or four votes advautage, but the Jast half dozen 
names carried Thompson up alongside of him, and 
when the jast nameé in the house. Mr. Zachry. of 
Henry, wascalled, he :eplied ‘‘Thompson,’’ and 
the clerk sang out, ‘“‘Erwin 90, Thompson %0"’ 
There Was fi hum ail over the 
house, and then the cierk said, ‘‘Mr. Speaker.’’ 
Instantly Louis Garrard answered ‘‘Erwin,’’ and 
then President Boynton, who had failed to vote on 
the call of the senate, also recorded his vote for 
Erwin. This settled the hot fight. In neither race 
did a man chan.e his vote. There were but 
two candidates for each otfice and a 
closer contest will never be witnesed. 
SKETCH OF THE NEW JUDGE. 

Colonel Estes was’born in Anderson district, 
South Carolina, on the 4th day of June, 1855, and 
wes educated in the commou schools of Franklin 
county, Georgia, and when he was eighteen years 
old his education was as complete and thorough as 
thatofmost graduates from our best colleges. He 
started asaschool teacher, Earlyin life he jnied the 
presbyterian church, and is nowruling elder in that 
denomination. While engaged in the active and la- 
bortous work of teaching he read law and was ad- 
mitted to the bar, but did little practice before the 
war. When the tocsin of war was sounded, in 
1861, he was a co-principal (Hon. A. D. Candler be- 
ing his partner) of the Clayton High school at 
Jonesboro, Georgia. He at once raised a com- 
pany in Clayton county, known =~ as the 
‘* Estes Guards,’’ which was afterwards 
attached to the forty-fourth regiment 
Georgia volunteers. At the battle of Gaines’ mills, 
near Richmond, Colonel Smith was killed and Mr. 
Estes was promoted to thecolonelcy. In this posi- 
tion he served and engaged in all the battles fought 
by Jackson’scorps, until May, 1863, when, owing to 
ili health, he was reluctantly compelled to tender 
his resignation and reti:rn to his home an invalid. 
Aiter the war he went regularly into the practice 
of law, locating at Carnesville, Georgia. Mr. Estes 
is a democrat of the old school. In1871 he moved 
to Gainesville, in Hall county, where he has resided 
ever since. He was a member of the Jast general 
assembly.
